Maj. Gen. Fredrick Dent Grant, 
the eldest son of UlysesS. Grant, the 
eighteenth President of the United 
States, was born at St. Louis, Mo., 
May 30, 1850. He was with his fath- 
er during a part of the Civil War, 
witnessed the capture of Forts Hen 
ry and Donelson and went with his 
father's command through the Vir 
ginia campaign. He witnessed also 
the fights at Corinth, Vicksburg, 
Nashville and Petersburg. 

After the war, young Grant en- 
tered West Point and was graduated 
in 1871. For a year he served as 
civil engineer for the Union Pacific 
railway, and in 1872 accompanied 
Gen. Sherman on a trip tu Europe. 
Grant served as an aide-de-camp of 
Gen. Sheridan and took part in the 
campaigns against the Indians.

The total number of 
separate start in the sky, the posi- 
tions and magnitudes of which by 
each observatory will be determined, 
is about two hundred thousand. 
Eighteen times that — to estimate 
the work of the other universities aa 
well — brings the approximate 
to nearly four million.
